HEALTHY, WEALTHY AND A WISEGUY 
NO LONGER, REHABBED RAY SHARKEY 
IS LOOKING AT A BRIGHT FUTURE

V unfiltered cigarctie. rolling ii like a 
fine cigar between his fingers and jabbing 
the air for emphasis, actor Ray Sharkey is 
playing the raspy-voiced tough guy. 
“Yeah, I’m cut up ail over.” he says non¬ 
chalantly. “I was in a lot of fights, taken to 
the hospital and stitched up a few times. 
I’ve never been stabbed, but quite a few 
bottles have been broken over my liead,” 
It's a convincing performance, but 
Sharkey isn’t acting. He’s reminiscing 
about growing up on the mean streets of 
Brooklyn’s rough Red Hook section. 
“Where I grew up there were always 
gangsters fighting and killing each other 


his gold crucifi.x carring giinimg in the 
light. “The wise guys from niy neighbor¬ 
hood wore patent leather shoes and stik 
socks. And the creases in their pants wen 
so sharp you could slice tomatoes " 
Sharkey, 36, who's best known for his 
TV and movie roles as menacing thugs 
and street hustlers, has had plenty of oc¬ 
casion to draw on his background. In 
1980 he was a manic music manager in 
The Idolmuker, last season he was suave 
mobster Sonny Steelgrave in CBS's Wisc- 
gu\ . and this Sunday he’ll play the lead in 
NBC’s Revenge of A! Capone. But it was 
his relatively minor role in the 1978 drug 
movie Who'!!Stop the Rain that came clos 
est to the worst part of his past. Unit! 2^2 


y ears ago. Sharkey was himself a heroin 
addict. 

The son of a professional drummer 
who left the family when Sharkey was 5. 
Ray became interested in acting when he 
saw Jack Lemmon’s performance as an 
alcoliolic in 1962's Days of Wine and 
Roses. After a four-year stint in a Green¬ 
wich Village acting school, the new grad¬ 
uate. three days shy of his 21st birthday, 
drove to Los Angeles and quickly picked 
up a string of knockabout parts in several 
TV senes. In 1980 his performance in TTie 
Idolmakerwon him industry' renown and 
a Golden Globe Award. 

It was just then that his life left the rails. 
A dabbler in drugs since his Catholic 
grammar school days, he celebrated his 
success by graduating to heroin. It was a 
fast downward spiral; during the filming 
of a 1981 TV movie, The Ordeal of Bill " 
Camei. he was nodding oIT on-cam era. 
“Around that lime was the beginning of 
really screwing myself up,” he says. “I got 
lost in It. That’s how the stulf went.” 

How his career went was downhill fast. 

While friends of his—John Travolta. 
Nick Nolte. SI)' Stallone—were 
earning their reputations as 
bankable talents, Sharkey was 
establishing his as a wildly un¬ 
predictable bad risk who 
sopped up bit parts in forget¬ 
table projects and periodi¬ 
cally signed himself into re¬ 
hab centers. “I always knew 
I would fall big-time,” he 
says. “I enjoyed the fast 
life, the perks that you 
gel. You think you

He survived four drug-related car acci¬ 
dents ttwo required microsurgery on his 
e\ es), a senes of o\ erdoses and a few 
movie roles In 1986 he put m a brtef, 
skeletal appearance in U /se G/ji s, with 
Dann\ DeVito, At the lime, he had 
dropped 40 lbs and w as feeding a 5400-a- 
da> heroin and cocaine habit Of his ad¬ 
diction. Sharkey says, "It’s a conditioned 
response to not dealing with life, I was 
lazv. rebellious and snl! lighting. I didn't 
want the responsibility that came along 
with stardom, of being a model-A citizen, 
a person that others look up to."

microwave From 1986 to 1987. says 
Naisbitt. microwave foods in supermar¬ 
kets doubled, with sales escalating from 
S150 million to S760 million He suggests 
that standard ovens will be obsolete by 
the turn of the century Cooking will be a 
hobby, not a necessity 
Other experts agree We want foods we 
can prepare and eat while we're doing some¬ 
thing more important-like reading the latest 
nutrition book or exercising It's a paradox. 

We’re eating on the fly, not always making 
the most healthy food choices, yet our new- 
age ideal calls for discipline and strength 
of mind-and body Food is no longer 
)ust a source of energy, it’s a way to 
boost overall performance, self¬ 
esteem and confidence 
New fat and sugar substitutes will 
certainly revolutionize the diet-food 
industry. By 1990, diet-food sales will rise 
toS2.1 billion, predicts the Food Institute, 
due mostly to new products Time magazine 
reports that in 1987, we spent S738 million on 
home-exercise equipment, up from $5 million 
a decade earlier And the National Sporting 
Goods Association says sales will approach 
S2 billion by 1990 
New-age eaters have given a 
new meaning to "health foods " 

Instead of taking pills, we are 
learning that eating certain 
foods might help prevent getting 
sick in the first place Some of 
these panaceas demand further 
investigation, but other food 
therapies have been verified by 
nutrition research Most nutri¬ 
tionists agree that red meat 
helps prevent anemia, oat bran 
and olive oil lower blood choles¬ 
terol and calcium and dairy 
products help prevent 
osteoporosis Psychonutrition, 


the food-mood connection, has more followers than it has solid 
research-now. But studies continue. 

Some scientists are formulating new and improved foods, like 
leaner meat and lower-cholesterol eggs. Food technologists 
are seeking a way to coat fresh produce with a safe, invisible, 
edible film that inhibits spoilage. Advances like this make it even 
easier for us to eat what we want when we want it 
Amidst this high-tech flurry is an information-age glut of health 
and nutrition advice. Although public awareness of the link 
between food and health has never been stronger, understand¬ 
ing exactly what foods do and don t do is a different story. Here, 
as Louis Harris notes, we are still a nation of illiterates 

Food Marketing Institute research indicates that we have, 
in fact, changed our eating habits over the past year Many 
of us now use less salt and sugar, we're baking, broiling 
and roasting our foods, and we’re eating more fresh fruits 
and vegetables. We eat chicken about once a 
week now This year, according to Gallup pre¬ 
dictions, chicken may account for 31 percent of 
our meat intake. Seafood consumption, says 
the American Institute of Food Distribution, hit a 
1967 per capita high of 15.4 pounds The United 
States Department of Agriculture predicts that, 
when 1986 data are in,, beef consumption will have 
fallen from 78.4 pounds per capita in 1987 to 75 5 
pounds. Even though lean strains are making red 
meat lower m fat, high price tags and potentially 
altered taste and texture may be curtailing a con¬ 
sumer demand for more meat. 

When we visit convenience stores or fast-food 
establishments, we know to go for a small salad 
(easy on the dressing), a plain burger or roasted 
chicken, and low-fat milk We know that a fish sand¬ 
wich and those chicken nuggets are only masquer¬ 
ading as healthy choices-both have more fat than a 
large hamburger 

When dining out, we order pasta, poultry, lean 
meat or fish. We ask about preparation methods and 
request dressing and sauces on the side We know 
we should have fresh fruit, ices or sorbets for des- 
serl-even when we choose cheesecake or pre¬ 
mium ice cream sundaes 

Yes, we know all this-and 
more But we skip meals, snack 
and diet our way through the 
week Psychologists maintain 
that It's not only good nutrition 
we re foregoing by practicing 
this kind of random eating 
We re also sacrificing the bond¬ 
ing and sense of community that 
comes from sharing meals with 
others, and we are disturbing 
the natural rhythm that eating on 
schedule brings to our day So 
new-age eaters beware Body 
and soul can depend on your 
healthy food choices

Headlines shout results of the latest research on foods that keep 
our hearts healthy, our bones young or our waistlines slim Mean¬ 
while, other reports reveal possible health risks of eating proc¬ 
essed foods filled with salt, eating vegetables covered with 
pesticides end overdosing on certain vitamin supplements 
'One day we hear it's a good Idea to eat more fish because this 
low-fat food can help prevent heart disease The next day we read 
that our favorite frsh may be contaminated with bacteria or para¬ 
sites/' says Carolyn O’Neil R D.. correspondent for nutrition. 
Cable News Network (CNNl 'It's no wonder most Americans are 
confused about what to eat for breakfast, lunch and dinner 

Researchers tell us nutrition is a young science compared to all 
the rest It's also very complex The interdependence and interac¬ 
tion among nutrients in the human body »s complicated chemistry 


Add other variables such as heredity, environment and lifestyle and 
you have a muiti-dimensionaf system of actions and reactions 

The next time media reports a nutrition “breakthrough'' as the 
one thing that will improve your life, think twice. How can some¬ 
thing as complex and still largely uncharted os human nutrition 
hang on the promise of just one nutrient or product? 

Responsible nutrition professionals like R.D.s carefully review 
research before making recommendations. Quick nutrrtion “fixes'*' 
may be newsworthy, but they often are unrealistic or risky. Some 
media, like CNN and Cooking Light magazine, check their nutrition 
reporting with experts; others don't. 

Physicians, dietitians and other 
scientists will continue to unravel

I information at the supermarket Working through the maze of 
choices IS a challenge Consumers are signing up for tours led by 
registered dietitians (R D si to learn how to get the biggest nutri¬ 
tion bang for their food bucks But without the help of a nutrition 
professional, you II have to depend on nutrition information pan¬ 
els and ingredient lists to make informed decisions 
Serving Size The first thing to look at on the nutrition informa¬ 
tion panel is serving size For example, some jam labels say that 
1 teaspoon is a serving others say 2 teaspoons Therefore, if 
you compare only calories and not portions you could be making 
a mistake Cereals range from 90 to 130 calories per serving, but 
that serving may be only .m cup-or it may be 1 u cups 
Ingredient List Except for foods like ice cream peanut butter 
and mayonnaise that have standardized ingredients, every pack¬ 
aged food must include a list of ingredients Because ingredients 
are listed in order of weight, from most to least, you can usually 
tell, for example, if there is more sugar than fruit in jam 
Sweeteners Sometimes a food has several sweeteners 
(sugar, brov^/n sugar, fructose corn syrup solids, etc ) Each is 


listed separately, according to weight on the label Taken as a 
whole, all the sweeteners combined can make sugar the prod¬ 
uct's primary ingredient 

Fats and Oils Palm or coconut oils, tropical oils high in satu¬ 
rated fats, should send up a red flag if they appear near Ihe top of 
the ingredient list Beware of unidentified vegetable oils ‘ that 
may include these fats When coconut or palm oil appear near 
the end of the ingredient list of a Vi/hole-gram cereal, there is little 
cause for concern if the total amount of fat in a serving is less

O n nn icy cold night, the white slretcli 
limousine glides through lower Man¬ 
hattan. Outside Its windows, homeless 
men huddle around the hearth of a burn¬ 
ing garbage can, staring at the long, sleek 
symbol of privilege as it cruises past. But 
the looks of resentment and envy are 
not lost on the limo's passenger, Kris 
Parker, a 23-ycar-old rap star known to 
fans as KRS-ONE. Before the limo 
reaches its destination—the theater where 
his first movie. I'm Gonnn Git Ton Sucku, 
is set to premiere—Parker points to a 
man curled up on a steaming sidewalk 
grating “1 used to sleep there,” Parker 
says. “On nights like this it kept me 
warm.” 

Now that he’s hot, Parker refuses to 


forget. “I know what it’s like on the other 
side,” says the musician whose gold al¬ 
bum, By All Means Necessary, uses the 
bold rhythms and raw rhymes of rap and 
hip-hop to call for social justice. Just 
three years ago, he was a member of New 
York City’s ghostly army of homeless. 
Now he's bypassing the trivial concerns 
of most rappers to write lyrics attacking 
racism and political corruption: “They 
create missiles while families eat ensile, 
then they gel upset w hen the press blows 
the vvhisile,” 

So he raps in Slop the Violence —a title 
that might confuse anyone casually look¬ 
ing through a record bin. The cover of 
Parker's current LP, after all, features the 
performer carrying an Uzi pistol. Parker 


insists the weapon is a comc-on for rap 
fans wary of "wimpy ” educators. “The 
face of love is not always coming with a 
fiow'er," says Parker, who stands a dis¬ 
tinctly unwimpy 6'4'' "We're saying the 
face of peace has to be stronger than the 
face of war.” 

He knows what it's like to battle evil 
odds, Kris was born in Brooklyn, the el¬ 
der son of real estate secretary Jacqueline 
Jones and handyman Shefiield Brown, an 
illegal alien who was deported in 1966. 
Wiien Kris w’as 4, his mother married the 
man who gav e her sons, Kris and Kenny, 
their last name—a United Nations body¬ 
guard who, Kris say s. quickly turned vio¬ 
lent. “He would go to his shelfof many 
guns, take one out and put it to Mom’s

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MONTANA HUNTERS, CONFRONTING 
TARGETS BIG, SLOW AND UNWARY, 
TAKE AIM AT YELLOWSTONE'S BISON 


T he great bison stood alone under 
Montana's vast blue sk\ slo\\ l> 
s%\ inging his massi\ e head, knocking 
away a snow \ crust to got at the grass be¬ 
neath His ancestors had roamed these 
plains for hundreds of centuries, but time 
was almost up for this old bull. He had 
made the fatal mistake of wandering 
north out of Yellowstone National Park, 
and now he w as face-to-face w ith Jay 
Morasko, 31. an insurance agent from 
Glendi\e, Mont. Morasko climbed out of 
his pickup b\ the roadside and walked to 
within 20 yards of his undisturbed quar¬ 
ry . The h unter shouldered his 7-mm 
Weatherby rifle, drew a bead and tried to 
calm his flutiering stomach. "Damn, I'm 
neiwous," he muttered.

Now the 2.800 ^ elklv\stone bison 
make up the largest free-ranging herd loft 
in the I ,S f ederal law proiecis the am 
mals inside the 2 2 million acre park But 
this w inter, w nh "'i ellowstone's grazing 
lands depleted bv drought and fire and 
cov ered w ith heav y snov\s. record num¬ 
bers of bison have wandered oui of the 
park, tearing up law ns and shrubbery 
in neighboring low ns. In the past, 
shooing them hack home has proved 
impossible, so this y car the Mi.mtana 
iJeparlmcni offish. W ildlife and l^arks 
chose 250 hunters by lottery andolfered 
them I he pro ilege—lor a S200 tee— ol 
blasiing aw .IV ai a bison yiorasko w.is 
(ine ol I he luck v i M ies. 


"1 think It's reprehensible,” says Noe! 
Larriv ee, a Missoula, Mont, attorney 
who represents the New York-based 
Fund for Animals. “It’s not a hunt in any 
sense of the word The bison are accli¬ 
mated to seeing people, it's not like stalk¬ 
ing a game animal. They don’t run or 
anything " Montana hunting guide Ed- 
w in L. Johnson is inclined to agree "It's a 
lot like shooting dairy cattle," he says. 

in Gardiner, a town of 500 just north of 
\ ellowstone, opinion is divided. "It's 
great to live w here you can see elk and bi¬ 
son walkinedow n Main Street.” says 
Mike McNulty, who runs the Best West¬ 
ern Motel with hts vvife. Brcna. Others are 
less enchanted with the visitors. “Last 
week 1 had 60 of them on my goddamn 
law n,” fumes Karl Reinhardt, 67, ow ner 
of the Flamingo Motor Lodge, “They 
knocked over my sprinkler heads 1 have 
rellectorson [the heads] so 1 don't hit 
ihem with the mower and the buti'alo 
stepped right on them, reflectors and all." 

As if on cue. six massive bulls w ander 
up to munch on Reinhardt's grass, right 
under the nose of the giant neon pink fla¬ 
mingo. Reinhardt fires his ,22 pistol into 
the air and flaps his arm> w ildly "Go on.

Outside ofluwn it takes Morasko and 
sev eral friends three hours to skin and gut 
his bison Then, using a lured earth-mov¬ 
ing machine, they hoist the carcass onto a 
pickup Morasko plans lo share his ion nf 
meal with friends back in tflendivc.TOO 
milcs.iway. ■\nd he'll have a reminder of 
his moment ofglfvry. That head,' he
